The Cession of Russian America. 
Perhaps the most interesting and important 


item of. news which has flashed across the’ 
wires for a long time, is that contained in the } 
dispatch announcing the sale of Russian | 


America to the United States for the sum of 
$7,000,000. The fact indicates most strongly 
that Russia is preparing for a gigantic strug- 
gle against the Western European powers. 


The Russian possessions are not invaluable 4 


to that government, and it is very fair to pre- 
‘same that it would not think of ceding them, 


even to the United States, for the paltry sum [ 


of $7,000,000 did not other reasons enter 
In the event of a 
war with such maritime powers as England 
and France, Russia would not be able to hold 
her American possessions, but they would 
easily be wrested from her by the fleets of her 
enemies, 

Again, irrespective of the strange and seem- 
ingly paradoxical fact, that Russia and the 
United States have always manifested the 


warmest sentiments towards each other, the | 


former greatly desires the moral, even if it 
cannot obtain the active, support of the latter 
in the event of war with England and France. 
These two reasons, potent only in case of the 
prospect of war, have undoubtedly led to the 
important treaty of cession. 

Rassia has not forgotten Sebastopol nor the 
humiliation of defeat in the Crimea, when she 
was only prevented by the strong arm of the 
allies from seizing upon European Turkey, 
and ulministering upon the estate of the ‘‘sick 
man.” The Bosphorus and free communica- 
tion with the Mediterranean have long been 
the prize earnestly desired by the Czars. 
England, France and Austria prevented the 
fruition of Russia's hopes and desires ten years 
‘ago. Russia’s great weakness in that conflict 
- was the want of the rocans of transportation 
for het armies and supplies from one end of 
her immense Empire to the ether. No sooner 
did the war cease, however, than her stutes- 


want. During the past ten years American 
engineers have been busily engaged in building 
railroads thronghout Russia, until portions of 
the Empire may be suid to be fairly gridironed 
with them. Moscow and St. Petersburg are 
now in rail communication with the confines 
of the domains of the Czars. Her immense 
armies with their supplies and materiel of 
war, can be speedily thrown into almost any 
part of the country, especially to those points 
bordering on the Turkich Proviness. 
There ic on irreprcosible conflict between 
Russia and the Western powers of Europe. 
To prevent the former from securing the as- 
eendancy among European powers and attain- 
ing supremacy in continental affairs, England 
and France have maintained at their own doors 
‘that anomoly i in modern civilization, the Em- 
pire of the Sublime Porte. Had it not been 
for the jealousies of these powers, Turkey 
would have long since melted away and have 
been absorbed in the surrounding nations. 
But Russia must have an outlet for her com- 
merce and fleets to the Southern Seas. Her 
first attempt having failed, she has been 
girding up her loins for another struggle. 
The Eastern question is evidently abont to be 
re-opened, in which all Europe may be en- 
gaged and even the United States may be- 
come, directly or indirectly, involved. Russia 
and Bismarck will probably side with Russia 
and claim the balance of Austria as their 
share of the spoils. England, France, Aus- 
tria and Italy will be on the other side, and 
it will be war which will shake thrones, |
